sition C. was beaten decisively,

Jay Johnson, business man- 
ager, said the proposal got a cool 
reception from the council last 
week.

Endemmity., service hospital plans

For the first time, the lees 
who should know most about the 
problems of meeting medical 
bills—hospital administrators— 
have openly advised that “serv- 
ice’ plans are a better buy than | 
“indemnity” insurance. 

The advice was specifically 
given by the American Hospital 
Association to the 2,000,000 Fed- 
eral employees who will have to 
choose between service and in- 
demnity insurance in June. 

In general there are two types 
of health insurance: ‘service 
plans” which provide the actual 
care no matter what the cost, 
and “indemnity insurance” 
which pays specified allowances 
for various medical services, and 
you pay the balance. 

In hospitalization 
Blue Cross is a service plan. It 
pays all the costs of a typical | 
stay in the hospital within cer- 
tain limits dependi ing on the} 
kind of contract.

This is a historic departure 
for the hospital administrators.

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\WHAT PEACE IS 


Peace is not the elimination 
of the causes of war.
